NARBERTH HOME DEFENSE'

Unit Organized at Rousing 
Meeting 

(By our Special War Correspondent). 

Don't let any one tell you that Nar- 
berth is a slow town — not after what 
happened last week. Some of us 
heed a lot to wake us out of our 
apparent apathy — apparent is the right 
word, you may he sure. Ye Scribe 
:s still rubbing his eyes, but is proud- 
&r than ever of the Year 'Round Home 
Town. 

On Thursday evening, the 19th, at 
Elm Hall, there were gathered togeth- 
er on very short notice about 150 men, 
mostly men with wives and families, 
answering the call for volunteers to 
the Home Defense Reserve. Consider- 
ing the fact that the meeting, was not 
widely advertised, the attendance was, 
without exaggerating one hit, simply 
amazing. Enthusiasm reigned from 
start to finish and the meeting will 
long be memorable in the annals of 
Xarberth. It was a REGULAR meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Augustus Loos, president of the 
Civic Association, presided, and be- 
fore introducing the speakers, explain- 
ed the object of the call; namely, the 
organization of a unit of the Reserve 
similar to those in Philadelphia, Mer- 
lon and other places along the Main 
Line. 

Mr William De Kraft, of Merion. 
who was active in organizing, the unit 
in our neighboring town, stated that 
the purpose of the Reserve was non- 
military in character and was pri- 
marily intended to affect only those 
whom for various reasons, such as 
age limit, dependents, etc., were in- 
eligible to join the active military 
forces. The age limits are from eigh- 
teen to one hundred years inclusive. 

Captain Wilson, also of Merion and 
a leading spirit of the Unit in that 
town, explained that there would be 
no uniforms, titles or other military 
tags attached to anyone. The idea 
is to form a body of citizens sworn 
to protect their homes and property, 
and those of their neighbors, should 
emergency arise. 

Captain Donaghy, Chief of the Low- 
er Merion Policei Department, said 
that it was not the intention to or- 
ganize a body of soldiery, hut merely 
ihe banding or welding, together of 
citizens to act as Aides to the consti- 
tuted authorities, for the suppression 
of any possible internal disorders. 
The captain was averse to the carry- 
ing of fire arms of any description, 
excepting in the very remote event 
that they be rcuqjred, adding 
that the Lower Merion Police Depart- 
ment would issue a sufficient number 
of night sticks to meet all needs. 

Mr. B. T. White, of Narberth, 
through whose patriotic motives the 
idea of forming a protective body was 
first mentioned in the borough, offer- 
ed his services in the drilling in mili- 
tary exercises and evolutions to all 
those who cared to take up that line. 
This is really a side issue, however. 
No member of the Reserve will be 
expected to drill, carry a gun or any- 
thing of the kind, as there is no ne- 
cessity for it now, hut should he de- 
sire to acquire a knowledge of and 
take part in military exercises, this 
is his opportunity. No doubt many 
will be glad to jump at the chance, if 
only for the sake of the physical ben- 
efits that it offers and the assurance 
that we will be at least partially pre- 
pared for what might happen. On 
Thursday evening, the 26th, Mr. White 
will be at Elm Hall ready to meet all 
s those who desire to take advantage 
of his offer. 

It was explained by the chairman 
that it was customary for each Unit 
to elect a director, who selected as
